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Drinkwater property 
of interest to town Officials 


A company owned by a Mr. Drinkwater has been exca- 
vating earth materials from land off Concord Street for 
a dozen years or so. in North Reading. It has been cut- 
ting down a huge hill, and it has been escavating in the 
area of the Ipswich River. 

During the past few weeks this company, or another, 
has been doing work in Wilmington which two commit- 
ties, or parts of them, seem to think is in violation of 
the law. They were heard by the Selectmen, Monday 
evening, in what seemed to be a “scotch verdict". i.e 


nothing proven. 


The Town Counsel, two weeks 
ago, told the Selectmen that he 
needed pictures and witnesses of 
the alleged illegal operations, or 
he could not take the case to 
court, This advice followed a pre- 
vious meeting in which Mrs 
Alice Papaliolios and Mrs. Ursula 
Leahy recounted their exper- 
lences to the Selectmen, in de- 
termining that Drinkwater, was 
in their opinion. excavating in 
Wilmington. Their tale was ex 
citing. in that. among other things. 
the two ladies seemed to have 
found a boulder with an unexplo- 
ded stick of dvnamite in it 

During the past few mounths 
Morton Grant, Chairman of the 
Planning Board has been telling 
that Board that Drinkwater was 
filling land on Concord Street, in 
Wilmington. and that that action 
constituted a violation of the 
Hatch Act. 

So. Monday night. the evidence 
was to be unfolded, Charles 
Dolan. of the Wilmington Police 
was sent down to get pictures 
Mr. Grant was to relate his ob- 
servations and the two ladies 
too. perhaps. and in a manner in 
which the Town Counsel could get 
legal evidence.

Monday night the Board of Selectmen 
voted to take, by eminent domain, a tract 
of land. 10 acres or so. which borders 
North Woburn and is southerly from the 
Wilmington Town Dump. For one reason 
or another almost everyone in Wilming 
ton can approve of the action.

The Town Meeting a vear ago last

Every family which makes $26 thousand 
jess a year should back a graduated income 

for Massachusetts, argues Governor Sar 
nt's staff economist 


Edward Moscovitch, a former Williams 
College teacher and Federal Reserve Bank 
economist, figures the state would gaiñ sme 
$100 million from the federal government 
alone under the proposed system which vot 
ers will decide on this November. 

On the state ballot this fall is a referen: 
dum question. If a majority of voters approve 
it, the Legislature will be authorized to re 
place the present flat-grant state income tax 
system with the graduated income method in 
use in 35 other states. 

What this means, according to advocates 
of the measure which has been defeated here 
twice in the last ten years, is a reduction in 


state taxes for 96 per cent of, Massachusetts 
residents 

To raise the same revenues by the grad 
uated income method, Mr. Moscovitch figures 
families carning $12,600 a year could have 
state taxes cut more than half — from the 
present $415 to $205. Families making $16,000 
or so ould save nearly $200; their 
taxes would drop from $588 to $390. 

Of course, the people who'd pay more 
state taxes are the people in the top income 


a year 


brackets. And, argues Mr. Moscovitch, this is 
just as it should be 
just isn't fair" 
Now." he says, "a floor sweeper pays 


five per cent of his income to the state. А 
bank presiden! pays the same five per cent 
but he can deduct those payments from his 
federal income tax and end up paying only 
about two and one-half per cent of his income 
to the state. It just isn't fair. 

Mr. Moscovitch doesn't say taxes will ac 
tually go down under the graduated income 
formula 

There's no realistic prospect of slowing 
down spending." he admits. "But the present 
tax system hasn't controlled spending either 
— that's a whole rate subject. At least 
the graduated tax will raise the same

Mr. Moscovitch concedes that high-level
